Sen. Edwin C. Johnson (D) Colo., 
a member of the senate m ilitary 
committee,

Johnson declared tha t “peace­ 
time 
conscription” 
would 
bring 
“sex training and guzzling" to the 
youth of the nation and would pro­ 
mote crime waves. 
The 
western 
senator’s 
view's 
were revealed in a letter to Dr. 
Karl T. Compton, chairm an of the 
presidents civilian advisory com­ 
mission. Johnson urged the com­ 
mission to deny its endorsem ent to 
the plan. 
Johnson said tha t congreas Is so 
equally divided on the issue that 
the commission’s 
report to the 
President “m ight tip the scales one 
way or the other." 
A long-time opponent of the uni­ 
versal training philosophy, John 
son w as a leader of the fight last 
Spring w'hich resulted 
in the plan 
being sidetrack ed in the senate 
m ilitary committee. 
His latest action indicated tha t 
determined opposition to the P res 
ident’s proposal again will come 
from m em bers of his owm party in 
the new national defense commit 
tee. 
In his letter to Compton, John­ 
son denounced the universal tra in­ 
ing, plan in bitter phrases, and at 
tack ed the proposal from half-a 
dozen angles. 
He declared: 
“The proposal to delegate the 
spiritual and moral training of 
American youth to the ‘brass-hats 
ought to be offensive to everyone 
who understands 
the secret 
of 
Am erica’s trem endous success." 
The Colorado senator described 
the plan as “an un-American in 
novation” which would “substitute 
sex training and guzzling for spir 
itual training" and cause “moral 
stagnation." 
Johnson also asserted that uni 
versal military' training in the U ni­ 
ted States would be out of line 
w'ith the nation’s position in for­ 
eign affairs.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23— Sen. 
Robert Taft, of Ohio, decided to­ 
day that he w'ants to be chairm an 
of the labor committee in the new 
Republican controlled senate. 
T aft made his announcem ent in 
a formal statem ent disclosing he 
will ask the Republican conference 
to assign him that chairm anship. 
T aft said tha t he will remain on 
the senate finance comm ittee and 
tha t he “hopes to carry on" as 
chairm an of the Republican steer­ 
ing committee. 
The Ohio Republican, regarded 
as his party’s most influential sen­ 
ator on domestic affairs, passed up 
the chairm anship of the powerful 
finance com mittee to get the usu­ 
ally less desirable labor com mit­ 
tee assignm ent.

was published in the current issue 
of the educational week ly , “School 
and Society .” 
The over-al! figure includes 1,- 
331,138 full time students. Veter­ 
ans mak e up 714 477 of the total. 
Dr. Walters added that an esti­ 
mated 350,000 additional students 
were enrolled in 650 junior col­ 
leges and other thousands “in sev­ 
eral hundred institutions not on 
the ‘School and Society ’ lists.” He 
said the tots* probably ran well 
over two millions, half of which 
were veterans 
A “new era for American higher 
education” was cited by Dr. W al­ 
ters. He pointed out that the cur­ 
rent totals were approx imately 57 
per cent above those of 19 39 and 
far in ex cess of 19 45.

women students were holding their 
own despite the influx of veterans.

DISEASE does not alway s pro 
claim itself unmistakably as one 
thing or the other. It is up 
ic th* 
doctor to say whether a certain 
aet of sy mptoms means this or 
that and at no time is his responsi­ 
bility graver than when it comes 
to distinguishing between cancer 
oi the stomach and stomach ulcer. 
A wrong decision about this 
means the wrong treatm ent for 
the patient so, in making his 
diagnosis the doctor will ex ercise 
great care and make use of all the 
aids which modern medicine af­ 
fords him. Fortunately , they are 
many . 
A 
careful 
history 
of 
the 
patient’s 
distress 
will 
reveal 
much; a thorough phy sical ex ami­ 
nation will tell more; X-ray ex ­ 
amination gives additional knowl­ 
edge and, if necessary , the dis­ 
ease picture can be completed by 
various laboratory tests. 
A doctor knows that while can­ 
cer of the stomach is ex tremely 
rare in y oung people, it does oc­ 
cur every now and then. There­ 
fore, he can never assume, simply 
because he is dealing with 
a 
y oung patient, that cancer is not 
at the root of the trouble. 
Ulcers Mo re Frequent 
Similarly , ulcers are more fre­ 
quent in y oung persons but may 
at times occur in older ones. Thus 
tha patient’s age only gives a 
suggestion as to the nature of a 
stomach disorder which may be 
present. 
If the patient complains 
o f 
pain but has had attacks similar 
in nature on previous occasions 
it is likely that he is having recur­ 
rent attacks o f ulcer. This does 


not, however, give any guarantee 
that cancer is not present, because 
a person who has had an 
u’c.tt 
may in rare cases develop cancer. 


The Sy mptom* Disappea 
In patients with ulcer from 
time to time the sy mptoms seem 
to disappear. On the other hand, 
once the sy mptoms of cancer 
start they do not subside. Any 
person who has digestive discom­ 
fort over a relatively long period 
of time is more likely to be auf- 
fenng from cancer than from 
ulcer. Bleeding from the stomach 
is more likely to be due to ulcer 
or gastritis. If there is bleeding 
from cancer it is in the nature of 
slow oozing of blood. 
In regard to laboratory ex ­ 
aminations in cancer the amount 
of acid in the stomach is likely to 
be decreased while in ulcer the 
acid is increased. The location in 
the stomach of the disorder caus­ 
ing the trouble also helps to tell 
whether it is an ulcer or cancer. 
Of course, the location may be 
determined in the X-ray plate. 
Still another method of ex ­ 
amination includes the use of th* 
gastroscope which is an instru­ 
ment made up of a tube ,.nd a 
light This instrument is passed 
through 
the 
mouth 
into 
the 
stomach and makes it possible for 
th* doctor to look directly into th* 
stomach and ex amine its wails. 
With such ex amination, mistake* 
in diagnosis occur but rarely . 
Thus it can be seen that with 
the modern methods of ex amina­ 
tion it is possible to tell with a 
fair degree of certainty 
just 
which stomach disorder is present 
so that treatm ent may be proper­ 
ly carried o ut.

The Symptom# Disappea 
In patients with ulcer from 
time to tim# the symptoms seem 
to disappear. On the other hand, 
once the symptoms of cancer 
start they do not subside. Any 
person who has digestive discom­ 
fort over a relatively long period 
of time is more likely to be suf­ 
fering from cancer than from 
ulcer. Bleeding from the stomach 
is more likely to be due to ulcer 
or gastritis. If there is bleeding 
from cancer it is in the nature of 
slow oozing of blood. 
In regard to laboratory ex­ 
aminations in cancer the amount 
of acid in the stomach is likely to 
be decreased while in ulcer the 
acid is increased. The location in 
the stomach of the disorder caus­ 
ing the trouble also helps to tell 
whether it is an ulcer or cancer. 
Of course, the location may be 
determined in the X-ray plate. 
Still another method of ex­ 
amination includes the us* of the 
gastroscope which is an instru­ 
ment made up of a tube . r.d a 
lighL This instrument is passed
